The Bowdoin boys expressed

For sunburn, bathing at night with 
a cold infusion of cucuinbiirs cut up in 
milk is an excellent remedy; so also is 
buttermilk. The acidite of this re. 
moves the'sunburn, and the oil in it is 
singularly good and softening to' the 
skin. 

One ounce of freshly scraped horse¬ 
radish steeped in the buttermilk for 
two hours is said to render it still more 
effectual. Apply to the face and hands 
several times a day. 

Instead of washing the face with wa¬ 
ter after, a long wmlk or ride, try bath¬ 
ing it with lalt virginale, wdiich is de¬ 
lightfully refreshing, easily made and 
harmless. Take one pint of rose, or¬ 
ange or elder flower water, half an 
ounce of simple tincture of bengoin, 
ten drops of tincture of myiTb and ten 
drops of glycerin. Put the rosewater 
in a bowl, add drop by drop the tine- 
ture of benzoin, ten drops of tincture 
of myrrb and ten drops of glycerin, 
stirring all the time. As glycerin does 
not snit all skins, it may be omitted if 
not liked. 

A cosmetic which renders the com¬ 
plexion clear and free from spots is 
made by mixing two drams of simple 
tincture of benzoin with one pint of 
rosewater. Apply with a soft towel. 

When the throat and neck have be¬ 
come brown, they can be whitened by 
using every night and morning the fol¬ 
lowing paste: One ounce of honey, one 
teaspoonful of lemon juice, six drops 
of oil of hitter almonds, the whites of 
two eggs and enough‘^oatmeal to form 
a paste. Spread this on a rag and 
wrap round the throat. .

We commence with tbe topmost 
button wben'“W<?hbould commence with 
tbe bottom one. The frailest portion 
of a coat in respect to shape retaining 
qualities, no matter how well made, is, 
the region of collar and lapels. The 
swagger merchant tailor always cau¬ 
tions his customer to “wear it buttoned 
a feAV days, so that tbe collar may set 
properly.” Then, this admitted, it fol¬ 
lows that tiigs and strains affecting 
this part of the garment tend to de¬ 
stroy its symmetry. Drawing the coat 
together by tbe top button and button- 
bole for tbe purpose of fastening ex¬ 
erts a pull all around the shoulders and 
neck region, which by repetition _ in 
time will give the smartest coat a hang¬ 
dog appearance. 


HOUSEWORKEftS*. HANDS'. 

bow to Keep Tliem ITrcie Vv/om tltK 
Mark* ot Labor. 

Housework is, rather hard on the- 
hands, but there are some precftntiona 
which, if taken, will add greatly to tfie 
comfort, of the worker and the appenr- 
ance of the hands, says Maria P.arlpa 
in Ladies’ Home .TouruftL Among the 
things which roughen apd blacken the 
bands the most important are dust, 
soap, fruit,, vegetables and neglect to 
properly dry tbe bands. Wash all veg¬ 
etables before paring. When the bands 
are stained by fruit or vegetables, be 
sure to remove the stains before the 
hands come in contact with soap or 
soapy water. Remove the stains witli 
an acid, such as lemon, vinegar or sour 
milk; then wash in clear.swater. When 
using soap and water for any purpose, 
be sure to rinse off all the soap before 
wiping the hands. Always wipe the 
hands perfectly dry. Do not change 
soaps if yon can avoid it, and always 
use a good soap. When sweeping and 
dusting, wear loose fitting gloyes. Have 
a pair of rubber gloves for use when it 
is necessary fo have tbe hands in wa¬ 
ter a great deal. Grease spoils rubber, 
therefore tbe gloves must be washed 
perfectly clean as soon as the work is 
finished. A little bran and milk or 
vinegar will make the bands clean and 
smooth after dishwashing or any other 
work that roughens them. With a lit¬ 
tle practice one can wash dishes as 
well and quickly with a dish mop as 
with a cloth and the hands. There 
should be two mops, one for the table¬ 
ware and one for the cooking dishes. 
For washing floors have a self wring¬ 
ing mnp. To soften the bands use some 
sort of cream on them at night and put 
them in loose gloves kept for this pur¬ 
pose.

' The dairy farmer as a general thing 
should raise his, own stock---tUai; is, the 
iheifers—says a correspondent of Amer¬ 
ican Cultivator. Of course he should 
!get the best males be can from tbe 
imost approved families or breeds and 
jthen select tbe most promising heifei 
'calves from tlie best cows. 

A considerable proportion of onr mosi 
enterprising dairymen, those who are in 
a condition to tlo so, have their cows 
fresb in tnllk from September on dur- 
ing tbe four succeeding months. This 
Affords a good opportunity for raising 
a flue lot of fall and winter calves that, 
if well cared for, will become large, 
thrifty animals, which another spring, 
as the pastures becqme good,j will be 
fully able to care for themselves. 

The raising of calves in this manner 
is becoming quite an industry of itself 
where winter dairying is practiced. It 
comes at a time of the year when the 
work can be readily performed and in 
tbe best manner. 

To be the most successful in this busi¬ 
ness there are some necessary coudi 
flons. iljhese are comfortable quarters, 
where the young animals can be kept 
dx'y and warm. This is very important, 
as'they can hardly be expected to thrive, 
or do well in cold, dark, wet pens. 

Plenty of heading to keep them dry is 
one of the requisites, and they should 
be fed regularly with sweet; warm 
'ioilk. It may be ski mm ilk after the | 
first few weeks' or days even, with uei-; 
ther too little nor too much at a time. 
Where separators are used on the farm 
or cold, deep setting of milk is practiced 
these conditions can be successfully 
carried out. 

i Where calves are thus kept in a com¬ 
fortable stable and fed milk until the 
following spring they should become 
such animals as tbe owner may well 
be proud of. But milk should not form 
the entire ration. After a few weeks 
they will commence to eat a IRtle hay, 
and it should be fed to them regularly 
and that of the best quality. If there is 
a silo on the premises, the ensilage will 
be relished and help to make a better 
ration. 

Not much grain need he fed, as it is 
essential to develop the milking quali¬ 
ties rather than those of'a beef tenden¬ 
cy. A little bran or oats will not come 
amiss. Tbe idea should be to keep 
tbem healthy, thrifty and growing all 
through the winter.

In marketing my- cream to fancy 
trade I make capital of the fact th.it I 
use only well matured and well cured 
foods for dairy cows, says an Ohio 
farmer in American Agriculturist. Our 
feed consists of clover hay and corn 
stover fed whole at the rate of one part 
of clover to two of stalks. Our grain 
feed consists principally of corn and 
oats produced on the farm. 

I try to balance the grain ration with 
pVQteln In its cheapest market form, 
as the prices may vary on oilmeal, 
gluten or cottonseed. I think that most 
modern idea dairymen feed too much 
protein rather than not enough In pro¬ 
portion to the fatty foods. If Ifess in¬ 
tensive methods were used in the feed¬ 
ing and stabling of cattle, we should 
have much less tuberculosis, calf 
scours, abortion and disease generally 
in our herds. Plenty of tbe more natu¬ 
ral foods, plenty of exercise and fresh 
air are good agents with which to com¬ 
bat disease. 

A MnssochaBett* Ration. 

The following grain mixtures are giv¬ 
en by the Massachusetts experiment 
station as desirable rations-for dairy 
cattle, together with tbe dnlly ration 
Of each to be fed In connection with 
tbe coarse forage on tbe farm. These 
should all be mixed before feeding; 

Six to 7 quarts per day Of 100 pounds 
cottonseed, gluten or linseed meal, 125 
pounds .flour middlings, 100 pounds 
wheat bran or mixed feed; 8 quarts of 
260 pounds gluten feed, 100 pounds 
wheat bran Of mixed feed; 5 to G quarts 
gluten feed dally scattered on tbe. 
silage; 6 to 8 quarts daily of 100 
pounds fine middlings, 100 pounds 
bi'Gwer’s -grain or malt sprouts, 6 to 7 
quarts of 100 pounds cottonseed or 
gluten meal, 160 pounds corn or homi¬ 
ny meal, 100 pounds wheat bran or 
mixed feed; 4 to C quarts of 100 pounds 
gluten feed, lOO pounds wheat bran or 
mixed feed; 4 quarts of 100 pounds 
gluten feed, 100 pounds homluy feed. 

Ration li'oi' Mlllc CotvR* 

Professor Thomas ShaW of the Mim 
nesota experiment station suggests that 
tlic grain ration for milk cows should 
bo “wiint Is now known as suecota.sh” 
and that if this sbould bo grown so that 
oUc part would be Wheal, two parts 
oats grouud together and the three 
parts added to ouo-fourUt part oPcorn- 
meill the ration would be a good one, 
It might be alt right for his general 
purpose cow that ho is so fond of prais¬ 
ing, but it la .not a ration for a milk 
cow of a •butter cow, says American 
OuUfvator. Give US three quarts of 
Wheat bran, oUe quart of Cornineal nUd 
one quart of cottonseed meal, and we 
cUn get more milk and inalto 60 per ceiu 
luore butter from a good cow than cab 
be made from the above vatlou, and WC 
think at less cost, though wo have UCt 
figured It out at present prices,

Metkods of Protection And Storagre 
I For Celery and Other Croiie. 

1 Where cellar room for the protection 
and storage of vegetables is limited a 
good deal can be done by ridges or cop¬ 
ings made of boards, says an American 
Gardening writer. For celery left out 
in growing quarters to stand the win¬ 
ter a coping made of two ten or twelve 
^ inch hoards nailed together like an in¬ 
verted V aud placed over the top of cel¬ 
ery to keep water from the heart will 
,do much to prevent rotting. Others 
made two to three feet wide and in six 
or eight foot lengths are handy for 
iDiauy things. If in some dry part of 
the garden, free from water, a trench 
can be dug to a depth of two to two 
and one-half feet and covered with one 
of the ridge copings, it allows room 
enougli to crawl in without exposing 
the whole front of what is stored dur¬ 
ing very severe weather. When , a 
length is emptied, remove it. 

In using straw a^nd soil for covering 
be sure the straw is placed at full 
length on the surface and In a straight 
way, like thatching. It sheds the wa¬ 
ter. If placed horizontally, the water 
will penetrate to whatever is under It. 
In England thousands of bushels of po¬ 
tatoes and rutabagas are kept perfect¬ 
ly dry .through the wet fail aud winter 
by this latter method’of straw and soil 
coverings. Care must be exercised in 
getting good, straight straw (generally 
wheat straw over there) aud using a 
fair amount of it to make two to three 
Inche.s thickness. I don’t think baled 
straw is worth very much for the pur¬ 
pose unless a large quantity is used 
and it Is well straightened out. 

; Whatever method or material is used, 
however, it is well to bear In mind that 
it is put there to prevent water getting 
in as well as to exclude frost. Most • 
Toots keep better when dry and cer¬ 
tainly are then much pleasanter to 
handle during cold weather.

An expert on opal mining has recent¬ 
ly explained how the opal is judged as 
to qualtty and desirability. First, he 
says, color is of the greatest Impor¬ 
tance. Red fire, or red in combination 
with yellow, blue and green, are the 
best. Blue by itself -is quite valueless, 
and the green opal Is not of great value 
unless the color is very vivid and the 
pattern very good. The collr must be 
true—that is to say, it must not run in 
streaks or patches, alternating with a 
colorless or inferior qualit.v: , ■ ■ 

Pattern is described as being an im¬ 
portant factor, the several varieties be- 
kuowu as “pin fire” when the grain is 
very small, “harlequin” when the color 
is all in small squares, the more reg¬ 
ular the better, aud the “flash fire” or 
’’flash opal” when the color shows as a 
single flash or in very large pattern. i 
Harlequin is the most common- and is 
also popularly considered the most, 
beautiful. When the squares of color' 
are regular and show as distinct, mi¬ 
nute checks of red, yellow, bine and 
green, it is considered magnificent. 
Some stones show better on edge than 
on top.

Mcanarliis tl|e Heat of tile Boilx. 

By means of an Ingenious instrument
